Assistant Attorney General Ms. Frankie Shinn-Eckberg summarized an email from a concerned
doctor regarding the Good Feet Store in Tucson practicing without a license. A patient gave the
doctor a receipt from the Good Feet that had a medical term handwritten on it and the doctor was
wondering if this was a medical diagnosis. Ms. Shinn-Eckberg contacted the Good Feet Store in
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Tucson for more information. The manager of the store spoke to Ms. Shinn-Eckberg and indicated
that when employees write medical terms on the receipt, it is not a diagnosis. Employees are
trained specifically not to diagnose medical conditions and only to only write down what the
patient tells them to in order to aid customers who wish to submit the receipt to their insurance
providers.

After discussing the matter, the Board requested that the Assistant Attorney General send a
response back to the concerned doctor.

Gomez. The new online system (eLicensing) is live but the state continues to work through
technical issues. The most common problems are the following: buffering / spinning, frozen
screen, no complete licensee list, no payment option for dispensing, continuing medical education
and too many people using the system at the same time. The 2018 renewal cycle, currently the
Board, through its staff, has processed: 404 out of 439 renewal applications, 10 podiatrists have
decided not to renew their license, and 13 have not responded. A brief summary of the complaint
log was presented.
